$4,859.82, the price of 174 tons of 
undelivered coal, was continued 
before the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl 


_ MacGregor, at the- ‘Supreme Court 


this morning. 

Plaintiffs, the Hang Shung Com- 
pany, are represented by Mr. H. C. 
Macnamara, instructed by Mr. G. 8S. 
Hugh-Jones, while defendants are 
represented by the Hon. Mr. Leo 
D’Almada, instructed by Mr. H. A. 
de Botelho. 

Mr. D’Almada submitted that on the: 
evidence: of plaintiffs, there was no case: 
to answer. Counsel referred to evi- 
dence by Cheung Yin-chong and Lo 
Kit-man, and to the correspondence: 
between plaintiffs and defendants, and: 
pointed out that it all illustrated that 
the property and risk were in plain-. 
tiffs. All probabilities submitted Mr. 

D’Almada, pointed to the fact that the 
risk was in plaintiffs, and that defen-- 
dants were entitled to. judgment. 

Mr. Macnamara made a brief reply, 
following which the Chief Justice rul- 
ed that defendants had a case to an-- 
swer. 

Wee Tong-lee, managing partner in 
defendant company, giving evidence, 
said that on October 9, his firm enter-_ 
ed into a contract with plaintiffs. ‘Not 
being able to fulfil the contract an 
agreement was reached, plaintiffs be-- 
ing represented by Cheung Yin-chong.. 
It was untrue that Cheung Yin-chonge 
‘and Lo‘ Kit-man went to see’ him be- 
cause of a letter he wrote on Novem- , 
ber 4 
said defendant company 
stood to make $14,000 by ‘the contract. 
It was-an invariable practice, when 
dealing in coal, to use the © seller’s 
scales. Witness admitted that stor- 
age space was insufficient and space - 
had to be hired. Fokis of both defen-- 
dants and plaintiffs were assigned to- 
watch the coal. Witness’s uncle and 
Cheung Yin-chong discussed risk and 
Cheung. agreed to bear the risk of 
shortage, fire and ‘other risks.

Davis Cup “Incident” 


S a general rule, Davis Cup tennis 
ties have been singularly free 
from “incidents.”’ Whereas in open 
tournaments of the highest standing, 
including Wimbledon itself, players 
have at various times given vent to - 
outbursts of temper generally attribut- 
ed. by their admirers to highly-strung 
temperaments it has always seemed 
that when engaged in Davis Cup 
matches, a man realises that he is not 
playing for himself and any poor ex- 
hibition of, sportsmanship for which he 
may. be responsible, not only reflects 
on his own name, but more so on that 
of his country. 


_ It has truly ibeen said ‘that’ members 
of Davis Cup teams. on visits to other 
countries act as ambassadors of good- 
will. For this reason the action of 
Cejnar, of Czechoslovakia, in his -match’ 
with Mitic, of Jugoslavia, as described 
in meagre detail by news cables re- 
ceived here on Monday, strikes a a par- 
ticularly jarring note. 


From what can be gathered here, it 
appears that Cejnar decided that the 
light was too bad to continue.
